PRETEigDER  to  the  T  H  R  0  N  E    of    DAVID  . 


On  the  Strength  of  historical  documents  and 
traditions  the  scientific  world  recognised  the 
existence  in  Spain  in  the  IV  century  of  King  David's 

descendants  in  the  family  Abravanel, 

They  bore  princely  titles  "  G  A  0  N  "  and 
were  given  the  posts  of  ministers  and  other  dignita- 
ries in  Spain  and  Portugal  in  the  same  epoch. 

Descendants  of  this  clan  changed  their  name 
to  S  0  L  N  I  K,  for  particulars  see  the  detailed 
Family  Tree. 

They  were  mostly  great  men  of  high  learning 
and  feonous  rabbis  and  some  occupied  the  seats  of 
speakers  of  the  Jewish  Diets  in  Poland  and  Lithuania 
in  the  XVII  century. 

They  supported  the  Polish  independence 
movements  in  the  XIX  and  XX  century. 

The  tradition  of  the  House  of  DAVID 
was  kept  without  any  break  in  the    S  0  L  N  I  £ 
family  and  her  last  heir  ist  E  M  M  A  N  U  E  L  born 
in  the  June  22,  1943, the  only  PRETENDER  to 
iVid '  s  Throne  • 
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RABBI     SAMUEL    ABRAVANEL  was 
the  first,  as  can  be  establislied  by  authorative  soTir- 
ces.  In  1391  he  arrived  in  Sevilla  and  served  there 
as  a  taxmaster. 

His  son    J  U  D  A  H    lived  in  Lisbon. 

He  had  three  sons:  JOSEPH,  JACOB 

and  I  S  A  ÜL  C. 


Don  ISiiiiC    ABRAVANEL  (1437-1508) 
was  a  well  known  economist,  philosopher  and  served 
as  Treasurer  to  Alfonso  V.  He  was  the  genius  of 
Portugal,  the  founder  of  ther  greatness  and  the 
initiator  of  the  policy  of  rapprochement  with  Spain, 
It  was  due  to  his  efforts  that  Spain  evolved  as  a 
World  Power. 

In  1492  he  arrived  in  Naples  with  his  sons 
Judah, Joseph  and  Samuel;  the  latter  studied  in  Salo- 


niki  and  then  returned  to  become 


Finance  Minister. 


The  physician  JUDaH    LEO  HEBRAEUS 
(1460-1534)  was  a  well  known  physician  and  philosopher. 
He  was  the  alt^or  of  "Dialogi  di  Amore." 

His  brother    J  0  S  E  P  fl    was  well  known  in 
Southern  Italy  and  later  on  in  veuice  and  Perrara. 

The  youngest  brother,  SAMUEL,   studied  in 
his  youth  with  Rabbi  Joseph  Easi  in  Saloniki,  then 
married  the  daugther  of  Jacob  Benvenida's  son-in- 
law,  the  Finance  Minister  of  the  Kingdom  of  Naples. 
After  the  expulsion  of  the  Jews  from  Spain  he  was 
invited  to  Ferrara  by  the  King  of  Perrara  himself 
•   and  died  there  in  Ib^l »  He  visited  Saloniki  a  second 
time  in  1535. 

The  physician    JUDAH    LEO  HEBRAE-' 
Ü  S    was  compelled  to  leave  his  son  ISAAC 
after  having  left  the  country  in  1492.  Isaac  was 
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baptized  in  Portugal,  but  when  he  grew  up  he  re- 
turned to  his  father  and  both  came  over  to  Salo- 
niki after  the  expulsion  of  the  Jews  from  Perrara. 

His  son  then  became  famous  as  a  physician 
in  Saloniki.   (Question  and  Answers  Ribal,  Part  I, 
Question  26,  Rashbam  I, NO. 261)  He  also  had  a  daugh- 
ter Reina  who  died  in  Saloniki  in  1540.   (Dr.  Ema- 
nuel:  "Gedole  Saloniki  Le  Dorotam"  No.  152  p.  97) 

The  physician    SAMUEL    had  a  son  who 
maiTied  the  daughter  of  Samuel  Lelitia.  Died  in 
1573. 

SAMUEL  ,  the  Finance  Minister,  had  a 
daughter,  Lelitia.  She  managed  the.  banking  busi- 
ness of  Prince  Cosnico  of  Perrara. 

The  physician    JUDAH    LEO  HEBRAE- 
Ü  S    had  a  son,  SAMUEL,  who  died  in  Constantinople. 
The  latter  had  a  son,  Judalri  and  it  is  thought,  ac- 
cording to  certain  sources,  that  the  merchant 
B  E  1'^  J  A  M  1  N    from  Saloniki  is  one  of  his  des- 
cendants. 

Round  about  1540-1545    ABRAHAM,  the 
son  of    BENJAMIN,  arrived  in  Poland;  he  was 
also  called    DE    SALONIKI    and  lived  in 
Slask. 

One  of  the  descendants  of    ISAAC,  the 
son  of  the  physician  JUDaH  LEO  HEBRAEUS,  was 
J  U  D  A  H,  who  died  in  Saloniki  in  1577,  he  was  a 
well  known  scholar,  member  of  the  Rabbinical  Co- 
llege and  founder  of  industry  in  Saloniki.  The 
name  of  his  son  was  SOLOMON.  (Emanuel:  His- 
toire  des  Israelit.es  de  Salonique  pp.  221  -  222).

The  genius  BENJAMIN    AüßON  ben 
XL  B  R  A  H  A  M  de  SALONIKI,  who  was  also  called 
SOLNIK,     SLONIK,     orSELNI  K(1550- 
1619),  was  a  well  known  personality. 

The  famous  Christian  bibliograph  J. Christoph 
Wolf  (1683-1739)  in  his  "  Bihlioteca  Hebraica" , which 
was  published  in  4  voluirios  in  Hamburg  in  1715-1733 
writes  d^fi-itely  about  Rabbi  BENJAMIN  AHRONI , f ilius 
^^R^JliJil  THESSALUwICSNSIS  Part  I,  p.  245  No  386.  As 
Wolf  lived  somewhat  later  than  BENJAMIN  he  had, 
apparently,  certain  data  upon  which  he  could  learn 
about  him  as  well  as  upon  his  origin,  so  tiiat  one 
should  think  that  his  information  is  authoritative. 


Rabbi     B  E  N  J  A  M  I  K 

respected  and  well  known  Rabui 


was  one  of  the  most 
of  the  17th  century. 

It  is  to  be  supposed  that  he  was  born  in  Slask  and 

there  'spent  his  youth. 

At  the  final  Chapter  of  "Questions  and  iin- 
swers":"Sheerit  Yosef"  of  Rabbi  Joseph  Katz  from 
Cracow  there  is  to  be  found  reply  47,  which  is  addre- 
ssed to  Rabbi  Benjamin  from  Slask,  and  Dembitzer  in 
"Klelat  Yofi"  Cracow  lb88  p. 21  considers  him  to  be 
fiabbi    BEhJ^iLll^    Ö  0  L  N  I  K. 

Rabbi    BENJAMIN    finished  his  Talmudic 
studies  after  study  with  famous  Rabbis:  Rabbi  Solo- 
mon Lurie  (Maharshal)  at  Lublin  and  Moses  Isserlash 
Nathan  Shapira  in  Cracow.  While  still  young  he  was 

regarded  as  an  authority  and  numerous  Rabbis  appliec 
to  him  for  decision  of  legal  problems. 

He  served  as  Rabbi  in  Sniatynie  and  Podhajce. 
In  1611-1612  he  was  elected  to  the  "Comittee  of  the 
Four  Countries"  in  Jaroslaw,  and  it  was  his  opinion 
which  determined  the  famous  Viennese  divorce,  which 
roused  the  special  attention  of  the  Rabbis  of  the 
period.   (Massaot  Benjamin  Nos. 75-77  and  Dr. I. Levins 
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The  Viennese  Divorce,  Lwow  1931 tpp. 12-13 ) . 

He  served  as    M      ß  S  H  a  L    of  the  "Par- 
liament of  the  Pour  Countries"  in  Jar o slaw  and  it 
was  a  gaon  and  President  of  the  Court  of  Justice 
(  Rabinal  Court  )  (Vaad  Arba  Aratzot). 

His  collections  of  "Questions  and  Answers" 
was  published  by  his  son  Yekel.  In  that  book  he 

strongly  denounces  usury,  luxuries  and  the  method 
of  upbringing  children.  We  can  gather  much  interes- 
ting material  about  Jewish  trade  in  Moldavia.  His 
collection  of  "Questions  and  Answers"  appeared  in 
numerous  editions,   the  last  being  in  Vilna  in  1894. 
He  also  dealt  with  the  theory  of  the  calendar  and 
also  wrote  a  re&Qsnüi  work,  which  v/as  unfortunately 
lost.  Later  on  he  wrote  a  book:   "Seder  Chalitza", 
and  in  Yiddish  "Seder  Mitzvot  Nashim"  "  Ein  Schön 
Prauenbuchlein" ,  whicli  was  translated  into  Latin 
and  Italian  t)j  Rabbi  Jacob  Ben  Elchanan  Hclperin. 

Benjamin  also  gave  his  written  agreement  to 
edit  Abravanel's  interpretation  to  "  Masechet  Avot" 
and  "  Hagada  Shel  Pesach",  which  were  written  by 
Jacob  Helperin  and  published  in  Lublin  in  1604. 

According  to  "Questions  and  Answers"  of 
üach  86  Abraham  ben  Benjamin  was  in  Tarnopol  in 
1636.  In  1637-1639  he  served  as  Rabbi  in  Bresk- 
Litovsk. 

His  signature  can  be  found  on  two  resolu- 
tions of  the  Lithuanian  Sejm  (Vaad  Eretz  Lita)  in 

the  capacity  of  Marshal  of  the  Parliement  and  in 
the  title  of  Gaon. /The  Lithuanian  Register, 
Dubnov's  edition  pp. 77-80/. According  to  Feinstem: 
Ir  Tehila  (the  history  of  the  Jewish  Community  in 
Bresk-Litovsk  p. 118, he  used  to  sign  his  name: 
Hagaon  Mor    ABRAHaMBaR    CHaIM  SALOl*  IKI  . 
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The  father  cites  him  in  his  "Questions  and 

Answers"  Nos . 50 , 56 , 57 , 58, 95 , 99 ,  and  in  addition 
his  answers  are  also  to  be  found  in  "Gewurot 
Anashim"  26  and  in  "  Bait  Chadash".  His  contem- 
poraries call  him    G  A  0  N  . 

JACOB,  the  son  of  Benjamin,  a  student's 
aid  to  Rashi's  interpretation  of  the  Torah  en- 
titled: "  Nachlat  Yaakov",  Cracow  1642. A  famous 

scholar  who  had  a  deep  knowledge  of  the  Talmud. 
The  father  cites  him  in  his  "Questions  and  Answers" 
Ho.  58,59,70,80,101,111. 

The  daughter  of  Benjamin,  Leah,  was  married 
to  the  Viennese  Babbi,  Chaim  Menachem  Man  Ben 
Isaac.  Rabbi  Moshe  Ben  Menachem  Mendl  of  Vladi- 
mir was  related  to  Benjamin  (Masaot  Benjamin, 
Answer  No .  109) ♦ 

The  grandson  ol'  Benjamin  was    P  E  I  Y^'  E  L 
cited  in  hie  95  Answere  where  he  was  called  a 
great  Talmudist. 

On  the  resolutions  of  the  Vaai^  Arba  Aratzot 

the  signatures  Saloniki  and  Solnik  are  to  be 
found,  and  we  can  therefore  deduce  that  both  names 
were  then  used,  until , finally  the  name  SOLNIK 
was  adopted.  The  following  are  the  descendants  of 
the  Marshals  of  the  Jewish  Sejms  who  were  also 
great  Rabbis  and  versed  scholars  of  Talmud  in  that 
period  in  Poland. 

The  most  famous  of  them  was  Benjamin,  who 
served  as  the  great  Rabbi  in  Grodno  and  Minsk 
during  1725-1730;  he  left  great  possession  and 
numerous  boxes  of  gold  after  his  death. 

His  grandson,    SAMUEL,  was  a  man  of 
great  wealth  in  Eastern  Poland  and  the  proprietor 
of  beer  factories  and  breweries. 
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During  the  Polish  Rebellion  in  November  he 
ordered  to  flog  and  then  expel  the  representatives 
of  the  Russian  Government,  and  his  farmers  and  wor- 
kers   gined  in  the  Rebellion«  He  was  latter  compe- 
lled to  flee  and 

on  accotmt  of  the  Rebellion.  The  Moskals 
confiscated  his  properties,  and  he  later  on  settled 
in  Blasliki. 

His  son,   Z  E  V  I,  was  a  Rabbi  in  Blashki, 
His  grandson,  SAMUEL    FEIWEL,  was  a  Babbi 
in  Kaliez  during  1831-1906;  he  was  known  there  as  a 
pious  man  and  died  in  Synagogue. 

The  son  of  the  pious  man  was    Z  E  V  I  (HER- 
MAN) S  0  L  N  I  K,   the  father  of  the  present  au- 
thor. He  was  born  in  Blashki,  Kalisz  district  in 
1869  -  1943  (died  in  Warsaw  ghetto)  Until  the  age 
of  20  he  studied  in  the  Rabbinical  College  of  Ka- 
lisz, and  also  engaged  in  general  sciences.  Since 
1890  served  as  a  teacher.  Published  his  first  poem 
"Jerusalem"  in  the  "Yidisher  Historiker"  in  London, 
and  later  published  his  articles  in  "Weg",  Unzer 
Leben",   "Hashavua"  in  Cracow.  In  1925  he  published 
in  Lodz  a  collection  of  poems: "Di  Yetzige  Zeit"  in 
four  volumes.  Since  1922  was  the  editor  of  the 
"Kaliszer  Blat"  In  1912  published  -a  collection  of 
poems:  "Himel  und  Erd",Warsaw. 

He  was  the    FOUNDER    of  Zionism  in  the 

Kalisz  District,  where  200.000  Jews  lived.  He  has 
written  a  poem  which  has  been  well  received-the 
poem's  title  is  "VON  DEM  ALTEN  KLOSTER"  and  a  few 
books  of  poetry,   showing  his  great  love  for  Eretz- 
Israel,  Unfortunately  all  these  poems  have  been 
destroyed  by  the  barbarian  Nazis. 

He  participated  in  the  Fourth  Zionist  Con- 
gress in  London  in  1900.  and  since  1896  served  as 
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the  cJaaixman  of  the  Kalisz  Zionist  Organisation, 

In  this  capacity  he  was  serving  for  forty 
years.  He  was  the  living  spirit  of  the  whole  orga- 
nisation, modest, and  dedicating  all  his  energies  to 

the  Zionist  idea  and  devoted  to  this  cause  all  he 
had  "until  his  health  failed,   and  he  was  compelled  to 
retire  from  the  political  arena. 

He  refused  to  participate  in  the  Zionist 
Congresses, but  delegated  his  post  and  the  honorary 
title    "  delegate"  to  those  who  wished  honour  and 
sought  it. He  lives  imder  Nazi  oppression  in  the  ghe- 
tto of  Warsaw  of  Poland,  he  was  absolutely  pervaded 
with  the  idea  that  a  day  v/ill  come  when  the  Jewish 
people  will  be  compensated  for  its  sufferings  by 
way  of  a  Jewish  independant  State.  This  belief  of 
his  firm  and  impregnable. 


His  greatest  hope  was  to  be  enabled  to  live 
in  Palestine,  to  serve  his  people  and  to  have  an 
own  garden  in  this  country. 

But, hi 3  wishes  had  been  brocken  down,  owing 
to  Nazi  barbarism. He  was  murdered  in  the  beginning 
of  1943,  during  the  revolt  of  the  Warsaw  ghetto, 
supporting  and  encouraging  the  fighters, having  it 
clear  in  his  mind  that  their  struggle  will  help 
all  those  who  will  survive  it. 
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Now  his  grand-son  is  trying  to  follow  the 
wishes  of  that  man. 

Born  in  Jerusalem  on  June  the  22nd, 1943 , just 

the  year  when  his  greatfather  was  murdered , that 
grand-son  I  M  M  A  N  U  E  L,by  the  desire  of  God  and 
of  his  prophets, became  the  last  inheritant  of  this 
noble  family, the  sole  descendents  of  the  family  of 
king  David, consequently  the  PRE  TENDER  to  the 
THRONE    of    ISRAEL;   the  birth  of  I  M  M  A- 
N  U  B  L  brought  with  it  the  greatest  miracles  of  our 
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times:  the  great  Allied  victory  in  Africa, Stalin- 
grad, and  the  full  collapse  of  Nazidom»
